Lantz  battles  for  supervisor's  seat 


Biggs  aims  for  College  district  post

Supervisor  Chuck  Lantz  won't  wait  for 
you.  He'll  find  you. 

So  goes  the  strategy  of  the  Richmond 
District's  only  supervisorial  candidate  -  to 
take  City  Hall  out  to  the  neighborhoods 
and  directly  help  solve  problems  as  they 
arise. 

Lantz's  strategy  for  preserving  the 
quality  of  life  in  the  neighborhoods  is  by 
"being  in  the  trenches"  and  playing  an 
active  role  in  solving  disputes. 

Lantz  feels  that  all  too  often,  certain 
supervisors  vote  in  favor  of  special- 
interest  groups  and  not  in  the  best  interest 
of  the  City's  neighborhoods.  He  blames 
traffic  problems,  housing  congestion  and 
pollution  on  poor  decisions  made  at  City 
Hall. 

"We're  becoming  like  Los  Angeles  in  a 
lot  of  ways,”  Lantz  said  of  the  problems. 
"We're  slipping." 

The  44-year-old  Richmond  District 
candidate  thinks  city  hall  should  be 
responsive  to  the  neighborhoods  and  not 
to  the  special  interests  groups  lobbying 
for  preferential  treatment  If  elected  he  said 
he  would  spend  at  least  half  his  time  in 
the  neighborhoods  finding  out  what  the 
concerns  of  the  people  are  and  figuring  out 
how  to  best  address  them.

For  Bernice  Biggs,  deciding  to  enter  the 
race  for  Community  College  Governing 
Board  came  easy.  Her  interest  in  education 
stems  largely  from  her  upbringing;  Biggs 
grew  up  in  a  small  Nebraska  town  as  the 
daughter  of  a  superintendent  of  schools. 

"What's  difficult,"  says  Biggs  with  a 
chuckle,  "is  being  the  challenger  in  a 
campaign  where  all  the  incumbents  are 
running  too.” 

The  San  Francisco  State  University 
English  professor,  mother  of  four  and 
grandmother  has  dabbled  in  politics  most 
of  her  life.  She  is  a  member  of  the  SFSU 
Academic  Senate  and  chaired  it  once  for  a 
year.  During  that  time  she  met  regularly 
with  President  Chei  Wei-Woo,  who  has 
endorsed  her  for  this  position. 

Biggs,  65,  has  also  performed 
volunteer  work  for  several  presidential  and 
gubernatorial  candidates,  including  Jack 
Kennedy,  Jimmy  Carter  and  Jerry  Brown. 

In  1977  she  ran  in  her  first  election.  It 
was  for.  the  Charter  Commission.  "But 
everyone  ran  for  that,"  Biggs  says  wearing 
her  big  smile  again.  "There  were  96 
candidates,  not  anything  like  this." 

Biggs  sits  calmly  in  her  Richmond 
District  home.  She  adjusts  her  glasses  and 
strokes  the  side  of  the  couch  nervously. 
She  seems  shy,  wholesome,  looking  every 
bit  the  grandmother.  Her  brightly  colored, 
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Bernice  Biggs  smiles  before  her 
daily  run  in  Golden  Gate  Park.

Cancer  cluster  increases  neighborhood  concerns

Is  there  no  end  in  sight? 

New  allegations  continue  to  be 
levied  against  the  University  of 
California  over  its  handling  of 
toxic  substances,  allegations 
which  UC  dismisses  as  utter  lies 
designed  to  ultimately  discredit  the 
importance  of  its  research. 

Meanwhile,  the  courts  are  still 
wrestling  with  the  fate  of  the 
newest  UC  facility  in  Laurel 
Heights. 

The  latest  round  of  allegations 
against  UC  research  safety 
procedures  concern  whether  toxic 
substances  released  from  UC’s 
Parnassus  Street  facility  may  have 
been  responsible  for  reported 
higher-than-average  children's 
cancer  rates  between  1973  and 
1985  in  parts  of  Noe  and  Eureka 
Valleys. 

The  lawyer  representing  UC, 
Mr.  Ethan  Schulman,  calls  this 
and  other  allegations  "complete 
and  utter  nonsense.  There's  no 
limit  to  what  these  people  will 
say." 


According  to  a  SF  Department 
of  Public  Health  report,  cancer 
rates  among  children  ran  at  twice 
the  normal  rate  in  the  Noe  and 
Eureka  Valleys  between  1973  and 
1985.  However,  health  director 
David  Werdegar  said  the  results 
were  probably  a  "chance  finding." 

But  residents  think  that 
emissions  from  Sutro  Tower  on 
Twin  Peaks  or  the  UC  research 
facilities  is  the  culprit. 

San  Francisco  Real  Estate 
Broker  John  Barry,  whose  nine- 
year-old  daughter  was  diagnosed 
with  cancer  last  November,  and 
attorney  Kathryn  Devincenzi, 
suing  UC  over  the  Laurel  Heights 
facility,  feel  the  UC's  incineration 
of  radioactive  materials  until  1985 
is  the  cause. 

The  two  sides  can  not  even 
decide  which  way  the  wind  blows. 

UC  attorney  Schulman  says  it 
is  common  knowledge  that  the 
wind  blows  from  the  North  near 
the  research  facility,  while 
improvement  association  attorney 
Devincenzi  insists  it  blows  from 
the  West 


A  meteorologist  for  KGO 
Radio  told  the  ReView  that  the 
winds  near  the  UC  Parnassus  blow 
primarily  from  the  West, 
Northwest.  This  would  put  Noe 
and  Eureka  Valleys  downwind  of 
UC  facility. 

The  Health  Department  report 
also  fueled  new  debate  over  the 


safety  of  the  now  partly-installed 
research  lab  at  the  UC  Laurel 
Heights  facility  at  3333  California 
St.,  continuing  one  of  the  longest, 
most  bitter  confrontations  between 
UC  and  a  local  community. 

In  1985  Devincenzi, 
representing  the  Laurel  Heights 
Improvement  Association,  sued 


UC  over  what  she  claims  is  a 
secret  plan  to  convert  3333 
California  St.  into  dangerous 
research  labs. 

UC  and  its  lawyers  continue  to 
dismiss  both  the  suit  and  the 
allegations  as  wild  misinformation 
and  outright  lies,  and  point  out 
that  valuable  medical  research  that 
could  save  lives  is  being  stalled  by 
the  litigation. 

Meanwhile,  both  the  city  and 
UC  await  crucial  verdicts  from 
both  the  Superior  Court  and  the 
California  Supreme  Court  over 
whether  UC  acted  properly  in  its 
preparation  of  its  Laurel  Heights 
Environmental  Impact  Report  and 
in  being  honest  with  residents 
about  its  intentions  in  taking  over 
the  old  Fireman's  Fund  building. 

The  Superior  Court  decision  is 
expected  any  day  and  the  Supreme 
Court’s  is  expected  before  the  end 
of  the  year. 

San  Franciscans  can  only  hope 
these  decisions  will  help  end  the 
deeply  divisive  issues  which  has

Richmond  Station  plans  new 
program  for  juvenile  delinquents

At  the  Oct.  25 
Community/Police  Forum  guest 
speaker  Detective  Bill  McGinnis 
of  the  Danville,  California  Police 
Department  told  concerned 
Richmond  residents  of  an 
innovative  and  successful  "Youth 
Court”  program  initiated  in  that 
city  to  battle  juvenile  crime. 

The  court  is  run  by  kids,  acting 
as  prosecutors,  defense  attorneys 
and  jurors.  Only  one  adult  is 
present  during  the  trial,  an  acting 
judge  that  assures  a  minor's  rights 
are  not  violated. 

The  Danville  program  is 
currently  being  used  as  a  model  for 
a  similar  program  being  developed 
for  Richmond  District  children 
caught  consuming  alcohol  or 
committing  other  misdemeanor 
offenses,  such  as  graffiti 
scrawling. 

Coordinating  the  Richmond 


program  is  the  Richmond  District 
Police  Station  and  the  community 
group  Safety  Awareness  for 
Everyone  (SAFE). 

The  program  could  be  initiated 
by  January  if  all  goes  well, 
according  to  Richmond  Police 
station  coordinator  Lieutenant  Jack 
Ballentine. 

If  minors  agree  to  a  trial-of- 
their-peers  and  accept  the 
community  service  "sentence"  of 
the  jury,  all  information 
pertaining  to  the  offense  is 
permanently  removed  from  the 
minor"  s  record. 

The  youth  court  is  a  sentencing 
court  and  does  not  determine  guilt 
or  innocence.  If  a  minor  agrees  to 
participate,  the  police  record 
concerning  the  minor's  arrest  acts 
as  the  court  transcript  and 
sentencing  is  determined  by  its 
contents. 

Because  of  the  juvenile  justice 
system  is  overburdened,  according 


to  Ballentine,  police  usually 
confiscate  alcohol  from  minors, 
give  them  a  quick  sermon  and  send 
them  on  their  way.  Taking  a 
minor  to  Juvenile  Hall  can  take 
several  hours  of  valuable  police 
time,  and  the  minor  is  often 
released  without  any  attempt  to 
correct  problem  behavior. 

"The  process  isn't  good  for 
ourselves  or  for  them,"  Ballentine 
said. 

The  youth  court  is  a 
diversionary  program  which  is 
permissible  by  the  California 
Penal  Code.  According  to 
Richmond  Station  Captain  Paul 
Cotta,  the  program  will  not  cost 
the  taxpayers  anything  because  of 
the  voluntary  nature  of  the 
program. 

McGinnis  said  the  "youth 
court"  works  because  peer  pressure 
acts  as  a  deterrent  rather  than  an 
incentive  for  aberrant  behavior. 
The  kids  at  school  know  the 
results  of  the  court  and  the 
community  service  penalties  of 
between  1  and  40  hours  for  a  first- 
time  offender. 

In  a  juvenile  court  case  the 
records  are  sealed  from  the  public, 
including  a  minors  peers,  and  the 
public  may  not  know  of  crimes 
committed.  However,  because  the 
youth  court  program  is  public  it 
keeps  minors  out  of  the  juvenile 
court  system  and  in  the  public 
eye. 

The  program  was  originated  to 
help  lower  the  25  percent  of  high 
school  students  that  abuse  alcohol. 
Kids  know  the  juvenile  justice 
system  is  overloaded  and  unable  to 
deal  with  the  large  numbers  of 
misdemeanor  crimes  committed 
Ballentine  said. 

"We  weren't  changing  any 
values,"  McGinnis  said  of  the 
problems  confronting  juvenile 
crime. 

Of  200  minors  charged  with 
misdemeanor  crimes  in  the 
Danville  youth  court  program, 
only  three  have  returned  for  to 
repeated  offenses,  McGinnis  said.

flowered  patterned  skirt  and  red 
tennis  shoes  are  glitz-free. 

Seeing  her  35-year  tenure  on 
SFSU's  faculty  as  viable 
experience,  Biggs  believes  -  if 
elected  -  her  contributions  will 
significantly  improve  community 
college  conditions.  Her  plan  is  to 
get  some  "much  needed"  work 
done. 

Biggs  criticized  the  current 
board  for  not  taking  the 
appropriate  steps  to  safeguard  the 
college  district  budget 

"It  seems  to  me  that  they 
don't  plan  ahead  enough.  They 
don't  keep  a  reserve,"  Biggs  said. 

"When  we  first  heard  last 
spring  that  the  State's  income 
was  down  and  that  not  as  much 
money  was  going  to  be  coming 
in  in  taxes  as  we  thought,  we  put 
more  money  aside  in  reserves," 
says  Biggs  of  her  work  on  the 
SFSU  Academic  Senate. 

In  addition  Biggs  pointed  out 
that  the  board  failed  to  set 
accreditation  standards  straight. 

"You  have  to  be  really  bad  not 
to  be  re-accredited,"  explains 
Biggs  quietly.  "But  they  (the 
accreditation  committee)  put 
them  (City  College)  on  two-year 
notice,  because  1977  and  1982 
recommendations  still  have  been 
left  unmet." 

Biggs  looks  concerned.  She 
says  she  spoke  with  a  number  of 
the  faculty  out  at  the  community 
college  and  an  entire  group 
within  the  district  tried  to  write¬ 
up  a  separate  accreditation 
proposal  in  order  to  disassociate 
themselves  from  the  board. 

"I  think  the  faculty  union  has 
become  very  disenchanted  with 
the  governing  board,"  she  says. 
"The  faculty  feels  they  aren't 
being  listened  to  or  incorporated 
into  the  planning. 

"You  have  to  wonder  why  all 
four  incumbents-  were  not 
endorsed  by  the  faculty  union  this 
year,"  says  Biggs,  seriously. 
"They  always  have  been  in  the 
past." 

Biggs  is  currently  working  on 
a  more  unified  General  Education 
Transfer  Curriculum  for  all 


public  schools  in  California.  She 
says  nothing  like  it  has  ever  been 
attempted  before. 

She  sees  her  biggest  support 
coming  from  her  nominating 
coalition,  the  Aliance  For 
Community  College  Educational 
Leadership  (ACCEL)  at  City 
College,  friends  and  colleagues  at 
SFSU  and  her  friends  at  the 
Unitarian  Church. 

"It's  very  heart-warming,  even 
humbling  when  people  come  up 
to  me,  give  me  checks  and  offer 
to  help,"  Biggs  said. 

Despite  the  longshot  odds  of 
beating  one  of  the  four 
incumbents,  Biggs  plans  to  forge 
ahead. 

What  is  her  secret?  Singing. 

"Music  makes  life  worth 
living.  I  love  teaching  school, 
but  you  can  be  discouraged  and 
tired  and  go  and  sing  for  an 
evening  and  it  just  falls  into 
place,"  says  Biggs  who  has  been 
part  of  her  church's  choir  and  a 
singer  with  the  Masterworks 
Chorale  group  in  San  Mateo  for 
many  years. 

In  addition  Biggs  enjoys 
spending  time  in  the  Richmond 
District  and  especially  on 
Clement  Street,  at  Cheers  Cafe 
and  Green  Apple  Books. 

"I  also  enjoy  walking  in  the 
park  every  morning  before 
school,"  she  added. 

The  Biggs  family  moved  to 
the  Richmond  originally  to  find  a 
flatter  street  to  make  it  safer  for 
her  kids  to  play  with  their  skate 
boards  and  roller  skates.  But 
Biggs  says  she  discovered  a 
cultural  goldmine  as  well. ' 

"We  like  the  ethnic  mix  on 
this  block  -  it's  just  excellent," 
Biggs  said.  Her  children  -  all  of 
them  now  grown  -  attended 
McCoppin  Elementary  School  in 
the  Richmond. 

Biggs,  divorced,  currently 
lives  alone  except  for  one 
boarder,  a  graduate  student 

Thinking  back  she  laughs 
heartily  as  she  realizes  none  of 
her  children  followed  in  her 
footsteps  to  become  teachers. 

"School  was  just  always  a 
part  of  life,”  says  Biggs.  "The 
beginning  of  the  new  year  was 
September,  not  January."

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Neighbors  loosing 
Playland  battle 


Despite  long-standing  neighborhood  protests,  the  City's  old  Playland-at-the-Beach  site 
may  see  housing  construction  begin  shortly.  k

The  controversial  development 
of  Parcel  Three  at  the  old 
Playland  at  the  Beach  is  near  final 
approval  despite  pleas  from 
community  activists. 

After  months  of  contesting  by 
The  Coalition  to  Save  Ocean 
Beach  and  other  concerned 
community  members,  opponents 
making  a  last-gasp  effort  to  stop 
construction  have  until  the  end  of 
November  to  appeal  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

Taldan's  Parcel  Three  is 
bounded  by  La  Playa  to  the  east 
and  Balboa  Street  to  the  north. 

The  San  Francisco  develop¬ 
ment  company  intends  to  build 
110  two  and  three-story  flats  at 
the  site. 

Currently  the  Department  of 
Public  Works  is  notifying 
residents  living  within  300  feet 
of  Parcel  Three  of  its  decision  to 
approve  Taldan's  tentative 
subdivision  map,  city  Civil 
Engineer  Joseph  Pelayo  said. 

Taldan  hopes  ground-breaking 
activities  will  commence  within 
a  few  months. 

Taldan  purchased  Parcel  Three 
last  year  after  the  previous

The  fate  of  Parcel  Four  adjacent 
to  the  Sutro  Heights  Park  and 
facing  the  Cliff  House  is  still 
hanging. 

Its  future  depends  on  whether 
local,  state  and  national  agencies 
and  community  groups  can  raise 
funds  to  purchase  the  parcel  from 
Taldan  Investment  Company. 

Time  is  running  out  for  saving 
the  four-acre  lot  from 
development,  said  San  Francisco 
Planning  Commissioner  Susan 
Bierman. 

”1  think  it's  important  for 
people  to  lobby  for  funds  to  get 
that  parcel  bought  because  time  is 
slipping  by,"  she  said. 

Taldan  Investment  Company 
can  not  start  construction  on 
Parcel  Four  until  construction  is 
completed  on  Parcel  Three,  across 
the  street,  or  until  1991,  which 
ever  is  longest 

This  condition  was  part  of 
approving  Taldan's  development 
for  Parcel  Three  and  is  intended  to 


owners,  Southern  California  and 
Arizona  Glaziers  Architectural, 
Metal  and  Glassworkers  Pension 
Trust  Fund  foreclosed  on  the 
property. 

Taldan  bought  Parcels  Three 
and  Four  (see  story  below)  in 
September  1987  for  $3,740,300 
and  $1,909,700  respectively, 
according  to  tax  assessor  records. 

The  previous  owner’s  plan  for 
development  had  been  approved 
by  the  city  already,  but  Taldan 
presented  the  city  Planning 
Commission  with  a  different 
plan. 

Except  for  a  request  to  shorten 
the  delay  in  developing  Parcel 
Four  approved  for  construction  in 
1991  the  changes  Taldan  requested 
in  the  development  plan  were 
approved  by  the  Planning 
Commission  on  February  11. 

The  approved  changes  include 
the  removal  of  view  corridors; 
equestrian  trails;  retail  units  and 
an  underground  parking  garage. 

Instead  of  three  large  buildings 
containing  203  units,  similar  to 
the  parcel  of  beach 
condominiums  already 
constructed  nearby,  Taldan 
proposed  a  row  of  flats. 

Victor  Gonzales,  project 


allow  enough  time  for  the  Golden 
Gate  National  Recreational  Area, 
the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  community  groups 
to  seek  funding  sources. 

Until  an  independent  appraisal 
can  be  conducted  however, 
everything  remains  on  hold. 

Currently  the  GGNRA, 
through  the  National  Parks 
Regional  Office,  is  seeking 
permission  from  Taldan  to  assess 
the  property. 

The  appraisal  will  include  a 
separate  assessment  for  the  1.9 
acres  of  Parcel  Four  that  the 
GGNRA  can  acquire  under  federal 
law.  The  agency  is  allowed  to 
purchase  areas  of  land  adjacent  to 
its  parks  if  Congress  allocates 
funding. 

Doug  Nadeau,  GGNRA's  chief 
of  resource  management  and 
planning,  said  the  parcel's 
"priority  is  pretty  clear  and  always 
has  been. 

"The  problem  is  every  time 
we've  gone  to  Congress  in  the 


manager  for  Taldan,  said  the 
company's  plan  was  more  in  line 
with  traditional  Richmond 
District  developments. 

A  subdivision  of  Parcel  Three 
will  contain  three,  three-bedroom 
flats  totaling  1500  square  feet. 
The  buildings  will  stand  in  three 
rows,  the  front  one  standing  two 
stories  (32  feet  tall  not  including 
the  garage).  Flats  in  the  back  row 
will  be  three  stories  (40  feet)  tall. 

The  solid  wall  of  buildings 
will  be  too  big,  said  Vivian 
Goodwin,  speaking  for  The 
Coalition  to  Save  Ocean  Beach. 

The  coalition  objects  to  the 
elimination  of  two  view  corridors 

from  builders 

past  it's  been  bypassed,"  for  other 
acquisitions  such  as  larger  parcels 
in  Marin  County. 

He  said  he's  more  optimistic 
now  because  "the  threat  of 
development  is  a  lot  more  real." 

Even  if  GGNRA  funds  are 
available,  the  city  and  community 
groups  still  need  to  find  other 
funding  avenues  to  make  up  the 
difference. 

Taldan  has  said  they  would  be 
willing  to  sell  the  property  for  $4 
million,  said  Roger  Herrera, 
assigned  to  the  Parcel  Four  project 
for  the  planning  commission. 

"The  last  sales  price  is  the 
most  reflective  of  the  property 
because  nothing  has  really 
changed,"  Herrera  said. 

Even  with  the  support  of 
Congresswomen  Barbara  Boxer 
and  Nancy  Pelosi,  said  Herrera,  the 
future  of  Parcel  Four  rests  mostly 
in  the  hands  of  San  Franciscans 
and  how  far  they’re  willing  to 
fight  at  the  local,  state  and 
national  level  for  funding. 


approved  in  the  original  plan. 

The  view  corridors  of  other 
projects  developed  in  the  Potrero 
Hill  and  Western  Addition 
Districts  were  protected,  notes 
Goodwin,  but  "when  it  came  to 
this  one  they  (Planning 
Commission)  just  railroaded  it 
through." 

Gonzales  claims  little  can  be 
seen  through  the  view  corridors 
and  that  they  create  wind  tunnels. 

Community  members  counter 
that  neighbors  and  visitors  enjoy 
views  of  the  ocean,  no  matter 
how  small. 

Taldan  also  changed  the 
originally  approved  plan  for 
underground  parking  and  replaced 
it  with  a  street-level  garage. 

Gonzales  said  Taldan's  had 
poor  success  selling  underground¬ 
parking  units  in  the  past  because 
of  the  additional  building 
expenses  added  to  the  selling 
price. 

"What's  out  there  basically 
had  a  tough  time  selling,"  said 
Gonzales.  "The  garage  was 
expensive  to  build,"  and 
attributed  to  high  unit  prices 
which  "people  couldn’t  afford." 

But  Goodwin  argues  that  the 
underground  garages  "saves  a  lot 
of  (traffic)  congestion.  It’s  so 
congested  on  La  Playa  Street  you 
can't  believe  it  sometimes,"  she 
said. 

Planning  Commissioner 
Susan  Bierman  approved  the 
street  level  garages  because  they 
involved  safety  as  well  as 


economic  issues. 

"I  always  think  of  the  people 
who  are  going  to  buy  the 
homes,"  she  said. 

"Safety  is  always  an  issue  for 
underground  garages,"  added 
Bierman. 

An  equestrian  trail  and  2,000 
square  feet  of  retail  space  were 
also  eliminated  from  the  original 
plan  at  Taldan’s  request 

Goodwin  said  she  felt  that  the 
speedy  approval  of  Taldan’s 
modified  plan,  "had  a  great  deal 
to  do  with  many  of  the 
commissioners  being  on  their 
way  out." 

Bierman  voted  yes  on  Taldan's 
changes  after  she  made  sure  that 
Parcel  Four's  time-window  held  . 

She  said  the  people  involved 
the  longest  with  this  issue 
stressed  to  her  to  make  sure  the 
time  requirement  wasn't 
eliminated. 

Bierman  wasn't  "crazy"  about 
the  modifications,  but  "My  focus 
was  on  keeping  the  three-year 
stipulation  on  Parcel  Four." 

"They  (Taldan)  already  had  a 
permit  for  a  denser  project,"  said 
Bierman.  "The  flat  development 
also  seemed  more  oriented  to 
families  versus  condominiums." 

"There  is  a  dire  need  for 
housing  in  this  city.  That  was 
recognized  even  back  in  1979 
when  development  at  the  beach 
was  originally  approved." 

Gonzales  expects 
construction  on  Parcel  Three  to 
be  completed  by  1990.

Funding  sought  to  save  land 
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Weary  candidates  stump  at 


community  forum

The  Richmond  Community 
Association  did  all  the  dirty  work. 
All  we  locals  had  to  do  was  show 
up  and  listen  to  get  a  better 
understanding  of  what  the 
supervisorial  candidates  and  ballot 
measures  have  to  offer  city  voters. 
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But  nearly  50  Richmond- 
district  residents  did  more  than  just 
listen  at  a  candidates  forum  hosted 
by  the  RCA  on  Wednesday 
evening,  Oct  26,  at  the  Roosevelt 
Elementary  School. 

Armed  with  questions  about 
housing  and  the  city  deficit, 
residents  energetically  questioned 
seven  of  1 1-invited  candidates  who 
showed  for  the  evening  forum. 

Speakers  for  and  against  ballot 
issues  also  stumped  for  their 
causes. 

Incumbent  Supervisor  Willie 
Kennedy  took  perhaps  the  heaviest 
of  punches  during  the  night  as 
residents  asked  her  to  explain  her 
waffled  voting  record  on  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  when  it  came  to 
"affordable  housing.” 

Kennedy,  who  assured  the 
audience  she  strongly  supports 
affordable  housing,  was  asked  to 
explain  a  vote  that  recently 
allowed  for  the  construction  of 
high-  cost  housing. 

"Did  I  vote  for  that?"  she 
asked.  "I  think  the  city  has  to 
redefine  what  the  word  'affordable' 
means.” 

Incumbent  Supervisors  Harry 
Britt  and  Carol  Ruth  Silver,  along 
with  candidates  Terrence  Hallinan, 
Chuck  Lantz,  Pat  Norman  and 
Jane  Winslow  fielded  questions 
mostly  about  demolitions, 
vacancy  control  and  neighborhood 


preservation. 

All  echoed  support  for  the  three 
issues  and  listeners  had  little 
quarrel  with  their  stances. 

A  tired-looking  Norman 
seemed  to  put  the  evening  into 
perspective  when  she  asked, 
"Where  am  I?  You  can  really  tell 
we  must  be  getting  close  to  this 
election." 

Despite  a  certain  lack  of  spark 
from  the  candidates  over  the  course 
of  the  evening,  voter  Dean  Barrie 


said  the  forum  helped  him  put  the 
candidates  and  issues  into 
perspective. 

"Sure  it  helped,"  said  Barrie,  "I 
know  who  and  what  I’m  voting  for 
now.  I  didn't  before  I  came  here 
tonight." 

Noticeably  absent  from  the 
evening  forum  were  Supervisors 
Jim  Gonzales  and  Tom  Hsieh, 
who  are  up  for  re-election. 

Supervisorial  candidate  Angela 
Alioto  also  failed  to  show  and 


candidate  Lee  Dolson  showed  up 
late  and  was  not  allowed  to  address 
the  crowd. 

Dolson  was  informed  by  RCA 
President  Jake  McGoldrick  he 
could  not  speak  because  he  didn't 
let  the  RCA  know  beforehand  of 
his  plan  to  attend  the  forum. 

Dolson,  along  with  the  three 
other  candidates  who  failed  to 
show,  had  neglected  to  answer  a 
recent  RCA-issues  questionnaire 
for  the  forum.

candidate  speaks  openly  about  how 
he  views  the  concerns  of  the  City. 
He  speaks  from  his  convictions 
and  never  employs  the  slow, 
deliberate  and  calculating  rhythm 
of  many  politicians. 

Lantz  takes  stands  and  espouses 
convictions  he  feels  are  right,  even 
if  traditional  political  wisdom 
would  dictate  otherwise. 

"I  stand  for  anti-growth,"  Lantz 
says.  ”1  will  stand  up  to  the 
developers  and  to  the  real  estate 
people  and  tell  them  to  go  to  Mill 
Valley  to  build." 

Lantz's  war-chest  is  not 
overflowing  with  developers 
money.  Too  date  the  candidate  has 
spent  $950  on  his  supervisorial 
campaign. 

Lantz  also  bucks  conventional 
political  wisdom  by  being  the  co- 
chair  of  the  No  on  Proposition  O 
Committee.  Prop.  O  would  oust 
most  of  the  current  supervisors 
and  limit  future  terms  of  service 
on  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Lantz  feels  the  proposition  is 
vindictive  and  would  cause  a  loss 
of  control  at  City  Hall.  He 
opposes  it  even-though  his 


chances  of  being  elected  might  be 
enhanced  with  the  proposition"s 
passage. 

"City  Hall  would  be  run  by 
department  heads,"  Lantz  said. 
"That  would  be  a  tragedy." 

One  notch  carved  in  Lantz's 
political  gun-belt  is  for  the  Sutro 
Annex  School  site  on  18th 
Avenue  near  California  Street  The 
site  is  now  being  negotiated  for  by 
the  Open  Space  Program  to  build 
a  recreation  center  on  thanks  in 
large  part  to  Lantz's  efforts. 

Lantz  alleges  that  officials  of 
the  S.F.  Unified  School  District 
tried  to  sell  the  land  to  a  private 
developer  to  build  high-density 
condominiums,  with  disregard  for 
problems  the  project  would  cause 
to  the  neighborhood. 

Lantz  formed  the  Sutro  Annex 
Neighborhood  Group  to  block 
construction  at  the  site.  The  battle 
ended  when  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  10-0  to 
downzone  the  site  to  a  Special  Use 
District,  making  it  unprofitable 
for  the  developer  to  pursue 
building  plans. 

"I  only  support  development 
that  will  benefit  all  of  us,  not  just 
a  few  of  us,"  Lantz  said. 

Lantz  is  still  actively  involved 


with  the  Annex  Group  as-well-as 
with  other  organizations  including 
the  Richmond  Community 
Association,  The  Richmond 
District  Democratic  Club  and  the 
Mayor’s  Task  Force  on  Self 
Esteem. 

Lantz  was  bom  in  Alameda  and 
reared  in  the  Bay  Area. 

He  loves  to  sail  and  puts  crews 
together  for  ocean  racing  teams. 


In  the  1985  Transpac  Race  to 
Hawaii,  Lantz  and  a  crew  of  seven 
aboard  the  Sir  Isaac  pulled  into  the 
Waikiki  Yacht  Club  to  a  cheering 
throng  of  well-wishers.  Rod  Holt, 
owner  of  the  Sir  Isaac  had  flown 
the  wives  and  girlfriends  of  the 
crew  to  Hawaii  for  the  festivities 
including  one  unsuspecting  Helen 
Meyer. 

While  docking  someone  figured 


out  the  Sir  Isaac's  message.  The 
flags  strung-out  on  the  49  foot 
boat  read  "HM  Will  you  marry 
me?  CL.” 

Helen  accepted. 

The  couple  married  in  1985  and 
now  have  a  20-month-old  son 
named  Max. 

Lantz  also  has  a  20-year-old 
daughter  named  Joanna  from  a 
previous  marriage.

pitted  nervous  residents  against 
one  of  the  premier  bioscience  labs 
in  the  nation. 

The  current  problems  began  in 
December,  1984  when  the 
university  bought  the  Laurel 
Heights  building  vacated  by  the 
Fireman's  Fund  Insurance 
Company.  UC  says  the  purchase 
was  made  in  order  to  find  new 
room  for  its  cramped  facility  on 
Parnassus  Street. 

The  Laurel  Heights 
Improvement  Association,  a  group 
of  105  area  residents,  sued  UC 
claiming  the  university  had 
purposely  misled  its  new 
neighbors  by  telling  them  the  site 
would  be  used  solely  for  offices 
and  classrooms  with  no  research 
labs.  However  UC  officials  claim 
a  final-use  for  the  facility  had  not 
been  decided  and  that  no  such 
promise  was  made. 

The  improvement  association 
also  sued  over  what  it  claims  was 
an  improper  and  incomplete 
Environmental  Impact  Report,  and 


has  made  numerous  other 
allegations  of  UC  misdoings 
including  the  flagrant  violation  of 
state  radiation  control  laws, 
breaching  an  implied  contract  with 
area  residents,  planning 
pharmaceutical  research  for  profit, 
ignoring  city  zoning  laws,  and 
even  conducting  Department  of 
Defense  research  which  may  be 
linked  to  biological  warfare. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  State 
Department  of  Health  Services 
(DOHS)  cited  UC's  Parnassus 
Street  labs  for  "serious"  procedural 
violations  in  handling  potentially 
dangerous  radioactive  materials  in 
1985,  the  chief  of  DOHS 
Radiologic  Health  branch  Paul 
Szalinski  said  Thursday  that  as  far 
as  he  knew  there  was  never  any 
threat  to  the  public  health. 

"These  violations  are  really 
technical  and  procedural  matters. 
They  (UCSF)  have  never  really 
had  any  major  problems  in  the 
past.  There  was  some  problem 
with  documentation  and  proper 
employee  training,  but  as  far  as 
we  know  there  was  never  any 
public  health  risk,"  Szalinski  said. 

He  added  that  the  word

"serious"  appearing  in  the  original 
notice  of  violation  refers  not  to 
any  potential  public  health  risk, 
but  is  simply  designed  to  get  the 

violators'  attention  that  their 
license  may  be  jeopardized. 

As  a  result  of  the  inspections 
and  citations  from  the  DOHS,  UC 
signed  an  agreement  to  spend  $1.3 
million  over  and  above  its  current 
self-monitoring  and  radiation 
safety  programs  to  "add  an 
additional  layer  of  protection  and 
make  sure  there  are  no  surprises,” 
according  to  Szalinski.  He 
described  the  agreement  as  a 
"model"  program,  one  which 
would  set  precedent  for  other 
radiation  state  health  code 
violations.  He  added  that  UC  and 
DOHS  keep  in  close  contact, 
communicating  on  a  weekly  basis. 

As  far  as  violating  city  zoning 
laws,  the  lawyer  representing  the 
Laurel  Heights  Improvement 
Association,  Devincenzi,  said  she 
was  aware  that  UC  is  exempt  from 
local  zoning  laws  because  it  is  a 
state  agency. 


"They  could  have  cooperated 
anyway  by  finding  a  different  site 
that  is  not  zoned  strictly 
residential,"  she  said. 

The  association's  allegation 
that  UC  breached  an  implied 
contract  by  "assuring"  neighbors 
that  future  uses  of  3333  California 
Street  would  be  limited  to 
administrative  and  academic 
facilities  is  currently  being 
considered  by  the  San  Francisco 
Superior  Court.  On  Sept.  16,  the 
court  stated  it  may  soon  issue  a 
writ  of  mandate,  which  Devincenzi 
said  would  be  a  victory  for  the 
neighborhood  association. 

Essentially,  the  writ  would 
mean  the  university  is  not 
immune  from  such  a  lawsuit,  and 
would  accelerate  the  neighborhood 
association's  claim  in  court. 

The  only  research  currently 
being  done  at  the  Laurel  Heights 
facility,  according  to  sworn 
testimony  by  UCSF  Doctor  Nina 
Agabian,  is  on  parasitic  and 
infectious  diseases,  such  as 
malaria,  sleeping  sickness, 


trachoma,  hookworm, 
schistosomiasis,  and  AIDS-related 
symptoms. 

"Much  of  the  work  that  we 
perform  is  targeted  at  the 
development  of  vaccines, 
diagnostics  and  parasite  control 
measures  which  could  have  an 
important  impact  not  only  in  the 
third  world,  where  such  diseases 
are  prevalent,  but  especially  in  the 
area  of  parasitic  infections  relating 
to  AIDS,"  Agabian  said. 

While  the  local  avalanche  of 
claims  and  counterclaims 
continue,  attorneys  for  both  sides 
are  waiting  for  a  decision  now 
before  the  California  Supreme 
Court  on  the  validity  of  the 
Environmental  Impact  Report, 
which  had  not  been  made  as  of 
press  time. 

A  decision  on  the  writ  from  the 
Superior  Court  is  expected  any 
day,  but  until  the  Supreme  Court 
decision  is  handed  down,  UC  is 
prohibited  from  using  radioactive 
isotopes  at  the  Laurel  Heights 
facility.

One 
of  the  city's  less  popular  tavern 
owners  is  about  to  get  it  good,  and 
it's  up  to  the  audience  of  "Bar 
None"  to  find  the  culprit 

This  crafty  whodunit,  now 
playing  at  the  Zephyr  Theater,  is  a 
two-act  delight  set  in  a  San 
Francisco  bar  'round  election  time. 
"Bar  None's"  first  act  lets  the 
audience  become  a  fourth  wall  to 
carefully  observe  the  cast  of 
politicos  -  and  other  slimy 
creatures  -  for  clues.  Act  II  is  less 
traditional  in  its  presentation  and 
allows  the  audience  to  interrogate 
the  cast,  accuse  and  eventually 
decide  on  the  play's  ending  -  of 
which  there  are  five  to  choose 
from  each  evening.

While  I  am  happy  to  see  the 
Richmond  ReView  cover 
important  local  issues  like  the 
S.F.  Community  College  Board 
race,  a  puff  piece  on  a  single 
candidate  doesn't  seem  the  best 
way  for  you  to  serve  your  readers. 
First  there  are  factual  errors:  Ms. 


Tang  was  never  a  counselor  at 
City  college;  she  worked  for  the 
Community  College  Centers. 
Neither  is  (the  current  board) 
responsible  for  "extending  the 
college's  program  to  seven 
neighborhood  centers."  Moreover, 
although  "looking  at  childcare" 
may  be  a  priority  of  hers,  it  is 
hardly  an  accomplishment  of  hers. 
Once  again,  the  existing  childcare 
program  long  predates  Ms.  Tang's 
tenure,  and  the  board  has  had  little 
to  do  with  its  success. 

The  article  is  correct,  however, 
in  pointing  out  what  a  busy 
person  Ms.  Tang  is.  Too  busy  to 
pay  any  attention  to  this  year's 
comprehensive  community  college 
reform  bill  (AB  1725),  the  most 
massive  state  reform  of  higher 
education  in  20  years  -  and  a 
reform  which,  thanks  to  the 
inattention  of  Ms.  Tang  and  other 
incumbent  board  members, 
ignores  the  existence  of  our  "seven 
neighborhood  centers"  and 
jeopardizes  their  funding. 


She  and  her  fellow  board 
members  have  also  been  so  busy 
that  the  community  college 
district  which  they  "govern"  just 
received  the  worst  accreditation 
report  card  in  its  history.  The 
board  and  district  were  criticized 
for  maintaining  unsafe  facilities, 
as  well  as  for  lack  of  educational 
planning.  The  Board  was  out  for 
its  "lack  of  understanding  of 
educational  issues." 

It  is  precisely  because  Ms. 
Tang  (and  her  fellow  incumbents) 
has  been  too  busy  to  pay  attention 
to  the  college  in  any  meaningful 
fashion  that  the  instructors  and 
counselors  of  the  district  are 
seeking  to  relieve  her  of  her 
burdensome  "part-time  job."

Health  for  the  '90's

"Needles  all  over  my 
body?  That's  disgusting.... 
Acupuncture  is  only  good 
for  someone  in  pain." 

These  are  two  common 
assumptions  about  the  Chinese  art 
of  acupuncture  which  can  be  very 
effective  for  pain,  and  also  treat 
problems  such  as  premenstrual 
syndrome,  bronchitis  and  chronic 
stomach  problems.  Acupuncture 
is  also  used  to  counteract  the 
negative  side  effects  of 
chemotherapy  for  some  cancer 
patients. 

For  many,  going  to  the 
acupuncturist’s  office  can  be  a 
unique  and  sometimes  confusing 
experience.  On  a  first  visit  you're 
likely  to  notice  the  earthy, 
medicinal  smell  in  the  office  or 
Chinese  screens  separating  you 
from  other  patients,  not  to 
mention  several  needles  stacked  on 
every  inch  of  available  space. 

The  acupuncturist  walks  in  and 
starts  asking  you  relevant 
questions  about  your  complaint. 
Familiar  enough,  but  then  she 
asks  you  to  stick  out  your  tongue 
an  exercise  in  feeling  silly  and 
ridiculous. 

"Stick  it  out  more,"  she  urges. 
Afterwards,  tongue  once  again  in 
mouth,  you  try  to  regain  your 
dignity.  Next,  the  acupuncturist 
takes  your  pulses,  different  pulses 
representing  different  functions  of 
the  body. 

After  making  several  notes,  the 
acupuncturist  asks  you  to  lie  on 
the  table  for  the  moment  of  truth: 
the  needles.  Different 
acupuncturists  have  different  styles 
of  inserting  the  needles.  There's 
the  gentle,  tapping  technique,  the 
take-a-deep-breath-and-I'll  sneak-it- 
in  technique,  and  the  it's-not-in- 
right-if-it-doesn't  hurt  technique. 
Different  techniques  work  best  for 
different  people.  Some 
acupuncturists  believe  that 
twisting  the  needle  until  there  is 
some  pain  activates  the  energy 
best. 

Many  acupuncturists  send  their 
patients  home  with  herbs 
containing  a  variety  of  roots, 
twigs  and  seeds  combined  to 
strengthen  and  heal.  Directions  are 
usually  given  to  boil  down  the 
herbs  to  a  particular  strength.  As 
the  herbs  boil,  the  smell  may 
drive  your  neighbors,  roommates, 
and  family  running  from  your 
home,  a  wonderful  way  to  get 
some  privacy. 

As  unusual  as  this  experience 
is  to  us,  it  is  a  commonplace  and 
familiar  experience  in  Chinese 
medicine.  Acupuncture  and  herbs 
are  just  one  part  of  the  Chinese 
medicine  system.  Diet  therapeutic 
massage  called  acupressure,  and 


therapeutic  exercise  are  all  used  by 
Chinese  acupuncturists. 

Chinese  medicine  is  based  on 
energy  or  chi  flowing  through  the 
entire  body.  The  chi  flows 
through  energy  pathways  called 
major  and  minor  meridians.  Each 
limb  has  six  meridians.  Along 
each  meridian  are  acupuncture 
points  that  are  believed  to 
stimulate  and  regulate  different 
systems  in  the  body. 

For  example,  a  particular 
complaint  may  be  attributed  to 
unbalanced  liver  energy.  An 
acupuncturist  would  not  explore 
the  symptoms  of  the  liver,  but 
would  balance  the  energy  of  the 
liver. 

You  still  may  be  asking 
yourself,  how  can  looking  at 
someone's  tongue  give  you  all  the 
information? 

Karla  Kassler,  a  practicing 
Certified  Acupuncturist  at  the 
Lyon-McMartin  clinic  and  in 
Oakland,  describes  her  job  as 
being  a  detective.  She  observes  the 
patient’s  skin  tone,  eyes,  and 
tongue  for  color,  tone  and  coating 
of  the  tongue.  She  feels  the  pulse 
for  rate,  depth  and  strength  all  of 
these  qualities  indicate  different 
diagnosis.  For  example,  a  floating

uneven  pulse  indicates  a  cold. 
Observing  a  patient's  posture  and 
general  attitude  is  another 
important  diagnostic  tool.  She 
uses  all  these  observations  to 
arrive  at  a  treatment  plan. 

Does  everyone  get  good  results 
from  acupuncture?  Unfortunately 
not.  The  results  may  vary  as  much 
as  individuals  do.  If  a  treatment  is 
not  working  after  a  reasonable 
period  of  time,  don't  do  it.  You  are 
the  decision-maker  and  consumer. 

You  can  assure  yourself  of  the 
best  treatment  by  interviewing  the 
acupuncturist  by  phone  before  the 
first  appointment.  Make  sure  she 
or  he  is  licensed.  Licensed 
acupuncturists  have  two  years  of 
pre-med,  three  years  of  additional 
training  and  must  pass  a  practical 
and  written  test.  Ask  if  she  or  he 
is  willing  to  integrate  acupuncture 
with  a  western  medicine.  If  not 
look  around  for  someone  else.

The  phone  will  be 
answered,  the  problem  addressed, 
and  the  caller  directed  to  the 
appropriate  City  Ddpartment  for 
resolution.  The  staff  person  will 
be  responsible  for  coordinating  a 
meeting  on  a  given  date  and  time 
if  more  than  one  jurisdiction  is 
involved.
